Portugal’s Chief Execu- 
tive Shot to Death While 
in Railway Station Wait- 
ing for Train. 


PAES GAINED OFFICE 
BY HEADING A REVOLT

About a Year Ago an At- 


tempt Was Made to Kill 
Him While He Was 
Walking in Streets of 
Lisbon. 


London, December 15.—Dr. Sidonio 
Paes, president of Portugal, was 
shot and killed by an assassin short- 
ly before midnight Saturday while 
he was in a railway station at Lis- 
bon waiting for a,train to Oporto. 
‘Advices from Lisbon reporting the 
assassination say that he was struck 
by three bullets. 

President Paes died within a few 
minutes after: he was shot. 

The president’s assailant, named 
Jeetne, was killed by the crowd. 


MINISTER OF INTERIOR 
ASSUMES PRESIDENCY. 

Paris, December 15.—According to 
a Havas dispatch from Lisbon, the 
assassin of the president was lynch- 
ed by the crowd. : 

Tamagninin Barbosa, the minister 
of the interior, has assumed the 
presidency. 

Dr. Sidonio Paes was formerly pro- 
claimed president of Portugal on 
last June 9. He headed a revolt in 
Portugal in December, 1217, and was 
named president of the provisional 
government on December 9, a few 
days more than a year before he 
Was assassinated. 

Dr. Paes was a professor of math- 
ematics in the University of Coinbra 
when he entered the Portuguese 
cabinet in 1911 as minister of public 
works. At the outbreak of the war 

e was Portuguese minister to Ger- 
many and remained in Berlin until 
early part of 1916, when he returned 
to Lisbon. 

While provisional president, Paes 
declared that Portugal would con- 
tinue with the allies against. Ger- 
many. One of his first acts after 
being proclaimed president was to 
take active steps for greater par- 
ticipation in the war by Portugal. 

On December 6 while walking in 
he streets of Lisbon, Dr. Paes was 
ired at, but the shot went wild. The 
president’s aggressor was arrested. 
When Portugal Became Republic. 

Portugal became a republic in 
1910, about two years after the as- 
sassination in the streets of Lisbon 
of King Carlos and Crown Prince 
juiz. During these two years King 
fanuel, second son of Carlos, ruled. 
When the king and crown prince 

sere assassinated Manuel was also 
wounded. It was in October, 1910, 
hat revolutionists obtained the up-

BURLESON PLOTS, 
MACKAY CHARGES 


Commercial Cable Presi- 
dent Says Postmaster 
General Conspires for 
U. S. Ownership and to 
Enable W. U. to Sell at 
High Price. 


New York, December 15.—Clarence 
H. Mackay, president of the Com- 
mercial Cable company, charged in 
a statement issued here tonight, 
that Postmaster General Burleson 
was implicated in a “plot” to bring 
about government ownership of all 
wire communication “and inciden- 
tally enable the Western Union and 
Bell Telephone companies to sell out 
to the government at a high price.” 

Mr. Mackay declared Mr. Burle- 
son’s most recent action in remov- 
ing him and other officials of the 
Cemmercial Cable company from di- 
_rection of the lines and appointing 
a committee to control all wire com- 
munication placed the Western 
Union and Bell Telephone compa- 
nies’ interests “in the saddle.” 

Asserting his companies were 
marked for “annihilation” because 
they had always opposed govern- 
ment ownership, Mr. Mackay said 
he was “in this fight to the finish.” 


WILLIAM IS LEADING 
LIFE OF NEAR-RECLUSE 


Amorengen, Holland, December 15. 
The former German emperor con- 
tinues to lead the life of a near- 
recluse. He is virtually cut off from 
communication with the outside 
world. “Reports that he was in con- 
stant communication with his for- 
mer advisers are not true. 

There is no truth in the rumors 
that the former empress is seriously 
ill. She has been troubled for years 
with an affection of the heart and 
after her arrival here desired to 
have her former physician in at- 
tendance. He arrived at the castle 
yesterday and said that her condi- 
tion showed no change.

Frequently there have been mon- 
archist plots in Portugal with the 
ibiect of overthrowing the republic, 
ut all these have failed.

The throw- 
ng of bombs has occupied a promi- 
ent part in the disorders. Strikes 
f all kinds have been of frequent 
sccurrence, and plots to assassinate 
sresidents and cabinet ministers 
ave been unearthed. Mutiny sev- 
ral times has broken out in the 
avy, which twice bombarded Lis- 
bon, killing many persons and caus- 
ng great material damage. 

In December of last year another 
evolution broke out in Portugal 
m which the government capitulated 
» the rebels who overthrew the 
osta government. Dr. Paes was 
hen president of the provincial gov- 
rnment. It was denied that roy- 
lists had participated in this re- 
olt. President Machado was ban- 
shed by the new government and 
Paes assumed and granted full 
mnesty to political, military and 
1inor civil offenders. 

Last October “it was again 
orted that Portugal had been 
lared in a state of siege.

FIGHT BEING MADE 
ON SIX-CENT FARE 
BY NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, December 15.—Reso- 
lutions asking repeal of the city 
ordinance authorizing a 6-cent street 
car fare were adopted at a public 
mass meeting held here today under 
the auspices of labor organizations. 
Announcement was made at the 
meeting that sufficient funds had 
been raised to carry to the state 
court the fight for an injunction to 
prevent collection by the New Or- 
leans Railway and Light company 
of the 6-cent fare and 30 per cent ad- 
vances in gas and electric light 
rates. Lower courts recently ruled 
in favor of the company in this 
controversy. 


OVER $50,000 GIVEN 
FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Washington, December 15.—More 
than $50,000 was contributed to the 
“woman’s Liberty loan’ at a suffrage 
rally held here today by the national 
woman’s party. The money was 
subscribed after Mrs. Toscan Ben- 
nett, of Hartford, Conn., had asked 
the audience how much it would 
give “to get the last senator’s vote 
out of the way of woman’s liberty.” 

Mrs. Belmont, of New York, one 
of the speakers at the mecting, gave 
$1,000: the New York state branch 
of the party, $25,000; the Pennsyl- 
vania branch, $15,000. and the Dis- 
trict of. Columbia branch, $1,000.

Postmaster General: Uses 
the Knife on Long Dis- 
tance and Toll Charges 
by Establishing Basic 
Rate. 


HALF THE DAY RATE 
FOR NIGHT SERVICE 


Qtecen 


Station-to-Station Service 
Is Established, and This 
Must Be Paid Whether 
Particular Person De- 
sired Responds or Not. 


Washington, December 15. 
Sweeping reductions in long dis- 
tance and toll telephone rates by 
the adoption of a basic charge of 
61%, mills a mile, airline mileage, 
and half the day rate for night serv- 
ice up to midnight and one-fourth 
the day rate after that hour, were 
announced today by Postmaster 
General Burleson. They become ef- 
fective next January 21. 

To Remove Disparities. 

The new rates were recommended 
in the first report of the committee 
on rate standardization and Mr. 
Burleson’s statement said their ef- 
fect is to equalize the toll and long- 
distance charges over the country, 
“removing disparities and prefer- 
ences and providing a scientific ba- 
sis for future reductions contemplat- 
ed as unification of telephone and 
telegraph wires proceeds.” 

“A night service rate,” said the 
statement, “‘‘which is one-half the 
dav rate is approximately $16. 
and 12 p.m. Between midnight and 
4:30 a. m. the night rate is one- 
fourth the day rate. These are 
greater reductions in night rates 
than have ever been made in any 
country. and doubtless will be ex- 
tensively used, especially for social 
and family purposes. A person 
might talk from San Francisco to 
New York for about $4, whereas the 
day rate is approxibaitely $16. 

Station-to-Station Service. 

“A station-to-station service is 
established such as now exists in 
the balance of the world, that is 
when a connection is established 
with a man’s house or office, the 
opportunity to converse is provided 
and the station-to-station rate which 
is the basic rate, applies and is pay- 
able whether the particular person 
desired responds or not. This rate 
up to 24 miles is at the rate of 5 
cents for six miles and for greater 
distances 5 cents for each eight 
miles, or about six and one-fourth 
mills a mile. The distance is com- 
puted by air line methods and not 
line or public highways. 


The air line distances are commonly 
-about one hundred miles, when the 


‘others would 


run 150 miles. It is 


stated by the committee that more 


| 


| 


than sixty varieties of toll rates 
have existed in the United States 
up to the present time. The effect 
of this uniform or basic rate in the 
station-to-station service is to re- 
duce 
cent of the rates though necessarily 
slightly raising about 30 per cent 
in the process of standardization. 
Particular Person Service. 

“Tt requires about two and a haif 
times as much work to establish con- 
nection with a particular person 
than the station-to-station service. 
Hitherto the rates have been the 
same for both kinds of services, 
nothing to be paid, however great 
the service nerformed, on the failure 
of the telephone institution to secure 
the particular person. The particu- 
lar person service has also been used 
to defraud the government out of its 
toll. revenues. Designing persons 
employ codes, under which, although 
the desired telephone is reached, the 
particular person is said not to be 
there, but words of explanation 
given from his phone answer all: the 
purposes of the call, under the code 
arrangements. 

“The particular person service is 
not discontinued, but the rate there- 
for is so modified as to prevent these 
abuses and compensate the telephone 
service in part for the extra expense 
of labor and plant involved, and a 
charge of 25 per cent of the station- 
to-station rate is made for such 
service, when the particular person 
is secured, and a report charge of .5 
per cent of the station-to-station 
rateis made when the house or of- 
fice telephone is obtained and his 
whereabouts or refusal to talk re- 


ported. 
Toll Rates Reduced. 

‘In many large sections of the 
country the’smallest toll rate has 
been not less than l5dc. WGoder the 
new scheme for short distances the 
rates are reduced to 5c and 10c, and 
for the cheapest form of service the 
person can talk five minutes as 
compared with three minutes now, 
or in some cases only two minutes 
or one minute. Free toll areas 
where the exchange rate was de- 
signed to cover the free service or 
a low charge therefor are not af- 
fected by this order.”

FRANCE CHARGES 
AMERICAN FORCES 
NO “TRENCH RENT” 


Washington, December 15.—The 
French high commission issued a 
statement today to correct what it 
said was an impression in certain 
quarters “that the French govern- 
ment is charging the American ex- 
peditionary forces for what has been 
described as ‘trench rent’ and for 
damages done to property in actual 
warfare in the firing zone.” 

“There is no such thing as ‘trench 
rent,’ ’’ the statement said, “and” it 
added, “damages done to private 
property in the rear of the operating 
forces have always been indemnified 
by the government to the owners of 
the property damaged. This applies 
equally to the American, British and 
French, inthe regions where canton- 
ments and maneuvers are likely to 
harm fields, crops, barns, houses and 
the like, but, of course, this does not 
apply to the firing zone.”

ITY OWNERSHP 
FAVORED BY KEY 


Mayor-Elect Returns Aft- 
er Trip to Large Cities 
of East to Investigate 
Operation of Public Util- 
ities. 

After visiting Washington, Boston, 
Cleveland and Toronto, Ontario, for 
the purpose of studying the question 
of municipal ownership of public 


utilities, James L. Key, mayor-elect 
of Atlanta, returned to the city Sun- 


| day night. 


Declaring he had made the trip on 
the strength of the statement to him 
by Chairman Harry Atkinson, of the 
board of directors of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, to the 
effect that the company would sell 
to Atlanta its public service utili- 
ties in the city, based upon an actual 
valuation of its physical properties, 
not taking into consideration the 
question Of franchise or capitaliza- 
tion, and making a reasonable dis- 
count for war-time prices on mate- 
rial, Mr. Key said that he had vis- 
ited the above named cities in or- 
der to get first-hand information 
vith refeyence to the subject of 
municipal ownership. 

He also stated that his visit con- 
vinceqd him that public ownership 
is the reasonable and only solution 
of the problems that have arisen in 
Atlanta, as wellasother cities over 
the country with reference to public 
service plants. 

That Mr. Key is more than ever 
imbued with the idea of having this 


city own and operate its utility 
plants, including the street railways, 
electric and gas plants, is evidenced 
by his empuatically expressed be- 
lief that Atlanta will, within a short 
while, become the owner of the now 
privately-owned utility plants serv- 
ing the Atlanta people. This was 
one of the leading planks in Mr. 


Key’s platform in his race for mayor, | 
and he not only regards it as the. 


most feasible method of solving the 
question for car fare rates, but is 
more than ever convinced that the 
city can solve other perplexing 
questions that have arisen between 
the privately-owned utility plants 
and the people. 

“Leaving the-city for the purpose 
of studying the municipal ownership 
problem,”’ 
“after having conferred with Mr. At- 


kinson, of the Georgia Railway and | 


Power company, with reference to 
the city taking over the power util- 
ity plants owned by this company 
in the city upon a valuation that 
was based upon the worth of the 
property the company had dedicated 
to the service of the people of At- 
lanta, not considering the question 
of capitalization or franchises, and 
with a reasonable discount from the 
war-time prices of material, I went, 
with J. L. McCord, to the cities in 
which municipal ownership has been 
given a fair trial, and I want to 
state, that after talking with many 
of the greatest experts in the United 
States and in Canada upon the sub- 
ject, I found only one man who was 
not highly favorable to the plan. I 
am more than ever convinced that it 
should come in Atlanta, and I firmly 
believe it will. 

“I found in the city of Toronto, 
Ontario, the ideal of municipal own- 
ership. There the average charge 
for power and light is about 1% 
cents per kilowat, against & cents 
per kilowat for Atlanta, and the ca) 
fares have ranged from 3to 5 cents. 
Toronto supplies 175 cities in On- 
tario with electricity for the same 
rate that the peope of thecity pay.” 

Mr. Key further described the great 
additional plants that are being con- 
structed by the city of Toronto, and 
said that the city would = spend 
something like $45,000,000 in im- 
proving and adding to the public 
utility plants. 

Mr. Key visited Washington, Bos- 
ton, Cleveland and Toronto, and 
brought back with him a.voluminous 
amount of data concerning the 
question of municipal ownership.

SERGEANT CAPTURED 
CHARGED WITH KILLING 

Anniston, Ala., December 15. 
Sergeant Ernest Cardwell, 157th 
Depot brigade, the negro charg- 
ed with the killing of Conductor 
Cecil Linton and the probable 
fatal wounding of Motorman 
Kelsie Morrison this evening, 
was captured late torfght in the 
hills southwest of the city by 
an unarmed military policeman, 
Private Joseph Omelia. 

The prisoner was’ brought 
quietly into the city, hurried to 
the stockade at Camp McClel- 
lan, and he will be held there 
until all excitement over the 
shooting subsides. 

Considerable excitement was 
created in the city about 7:30 
o’clock when a crowd of soldiers 
and civilians chased a negro por- 
ter through the streets and fired 
several shots at him. The negro 
has been lodged in the city jail 
to keep the crowd from him. 

City police and military offi- 
cilals succeeded in dispersing the 
crowd which chased the negro, 
and excitement of the most dan- 
gerous kind is evident on every 
hand.

(Special.)—The first race trouble of | 
any kind to occur here since the | 
bringing of negro soldiers to Camp | 
McClellan broke loose Sunday aft- 
ernoon when Cecil Linton, a street 
car conductor, was instantly killed 
by an unidentified negro soldier, 
who made his escape, and Kelsie 
Morrison, motorman on the same 
car, was desperately wounded by 
the same negro. 

The shooting of the two street 
car men occurred on the Constantine 
liné, opposite the plant of the Or- 
namental Foundry company, and 
within a block or two of the home 
of the dead conductor, who lived os 
Constantine avenue, The negro is 
said to have insisted on riding well 
up toward the front of the car in 
the section set aside for the use of 
white passengers, and the conduc- 
tor forced him to the rear and in 
the fight which ensued the negro 
was ejected from the car by Lin- 
ton. 

The motorman took a hand in the 
fight when the negro landed on the 
ground he is said to have drawn his 
pistol and opened fire. The first bul- 
let from the negro’s pistol struck 
Linton in the breast, and as the con- 
ductor fell toward the floor of the 
car the negro fired again. The sec- 


the point of the chin and crashed 
through the top of his head. The 
negro then turned the pistol on the 
motorman, the bullet entering 
Morrison’s breast dangerously near 
the heart. 

The injured motorman was rushed 
to Seller's hospital, where the at- 
tendants announced he has only a 
fighting chance for recovery. The 
body of Conductor Linton was 
brought tv a local undertaking es- 
tablishment.

Red Cross Roll Call Workers 
Will Canvass Atlanta Today 


100,000 CASUALTIES 
SUFFERED BY ITALY 


New York, December 15.—Italy, 


with a population of only 36,000,000 
and with 5,500,000 men called to the 
colors, suffered approximately 1,- 
500.000 casualties in the war, Gen- 
eral Emilio Gugliemetti, military at- 
tache of the Italian war mission, 
announced in an address at a Red 
Cross rally here tonight. 

Of the 1.500,000 casualties, 
eral Gugliemetti said, approximate-

‘ly 500,000 were killed or died of

wounds, and 500,000 were permanent- 


ly disabled. 

Declaring that with the excép- 
tion of the United States, all the 
other allied nations had fered 
equally heavy losses, General Gueli- 
emetti asserted “that for the Red 
Cross the war is not over.” 

Referring to the pleas of Ger- 
many for food, which, he said, were 
based on the claim that the bread 
ration was “only five pounds of 
a a week,” General Gugliemetti 
said: + 

“In Italy we have cut the bread 
ration to three pounds a week and 
bread is the chief food of Italy. The 
Italian people get less than two 
pounds of meat a month and no 
milk or eggs.” 


DEATH INFLICTED 
ON 11,400 PERSONS 
BY COURT-MARTIAL 


Amsterdam, December 15.—The su- 
preme military tribunal at Vienna 
has announced that 11,400 persons 
were sentenced to death by Aus- 
trian military tribunals during the 
war and execueed, according to a 
Berlin dispatch to The Handelsblad.

US.NAVY GUARD 


NN SHARP FIGHT 
WITH MEXICANS 


One Mexican Officer Kill- 

ed, Another Mexican 
Mortally Wounded and 
an American Gunner’s 
Mate Less Seriously 
Hurt. 


FIGHT WAS STARTED 
BY MEXICAN GUARDS

Two U. S. Gunboats at 
Tampico at Time—Mex- 
icans Demanded Surren- 
der of Americans, But 
Finally Agreed to Leave 
Matter to Diplomats. 


New York, December 15.—In a 
clash on November 28. between the 
armed navy guard of the American 
steamship Monterey and Mexican 
eustoms guards at Tampico, one 
Mexican, said to have been a cap- 
tain. was killed: a Mexican soldier 
mortalivy wounded, and a chief gune- 
ners’ mate, named Berry, in charge 
of the American guard, less seri- 
hurt. This was learned today 
with the steamer's arrival here from 
Hiavana and Nassau. where she 
touched after leaving Tampico. 

Passengers Tell of Fight. 

Members of the armed guard and 
officers of the ship refused to dis- 
euss the incident, but details were 
learned from passengers on board 
at the time. According to them, the 
fight occurréd shortly after 5 a. m., 
after members of the navy guard 
went to rescue of Berry, who 
had been attacked. The Americans 
first responded to the call with-., 
Out arms, but upon the Mexicans 
opening = fire, they secuerd their 
weapons and responded in kind. 

The fight, passengers said, was 
brief, the Mexicans running away 
as as the Americans opened 
fire, leaving their dead and wound- 
ed. Later, officials of the port took 
the matter into hand, the passen- 
Sers asserted, and a demand was 
made the captain of the 
Monterey that the armed guard be 
delivered up to them pending an 
investigation. This the captain de- 
clined to do, his action being sup- 
ported, it was said, by officers of 
two American gunboats in the har- 
bor. Later the matter was disposed 
of by a decision to leave the entire 
subject to dinlomatic settlement. 

Gunner Refused to “Treat.” 

It was said that the gunner’s 
mate had gone ashore on an er- 
rand just before the Monterey 
sailed Several blocks from where 
the ship was tied up was a saloon 
and, as Berry was returning to his 
passisg the front of tis sa- 
loon, he was called upon to “treat.” 
When he refused, several Mexicans 
Started after The 
approached ship, a shot was 
fired and a Mexican guard there 
seeing him coming, placed him un- 
der detention. It was also assert- 
that others started to beat him 
with the butts of their rifles. The 


sailor fought back the best he 
could and, as he drew near the ship, 
he called to his men for assistance. 

They needed no second invitation 
one of the passengers said, and all 
who were in sight or hearing joined 
In the fray. Seeing reinforcements 
coming, some of the Mexicans open- 
ed fire. No one was hit on the’ship. 


Two Mexicans Killed. 


A naval guard then secured arms 
and as the firing continued, they 
the shots with the result 
Mexicans fell.

TO DIPLOMACY. 

Washington, December 15.—The 
clash between the armed guard of 
the Ward liner Monterey asd Mex- 
ican soldiers at Tampico has been 
left to diplomatic settlement and is 
now the subject of negotiations be- 
tween the American and Mexican 
governments.

All the _ streets ap- 
proachingj it are guarded by French 
cavalry, some wearing the war-bat- 
tered and soiled horizon blue uni- 
forms and shrapnel helmets in which 
they chased the Germans, The red 
and white pennants at the edge of 
their lances are waving everywhere 
the blocks around the mansion. 

A large American flag was raised 
on a tall pole over the main entrance. 
The crowd, at least two blocks away, 
cheered themselves’ hoarse, first 
shouting ‘Wilson, Wilson, Wilson,” 
and then cheering for the United 
States. There were many impromptu 
parades in which French, American, 
British and Belgian soldiers and 
crowds of civilians, both men and 
women, marched through the streets 
of Paris in the direction of the 
Murat house singing and waving 
flags. Arriving where the French 
guards barred the way, the march- 
ers cheered for a moment and then 
marched off again. 

Parisians who were unable to see 
the president satisfied themselves 
by kissing and embracing all Ameri- 
can uniformed men.

The words 
“Vive Wilson.” outlined in electric 
lights, were displayed at many van- 
tage points. while the coat of arms 
of the United States frequently was 
seen vutlined in red, white and blue.

GOMES 0 FRONT 


In Both Branches of Con- 
gress, But No Legisla- 
tion Is Likely This Ses- 
sion — Money Measures 
Being Pushed. 


Washington, December 15.—Con- 
gress tomorrow begins the. third 
week of its new session with the 
usual pre-holiday congestion of leg- 
islation. The senate will resume 
work on the most important sections 
of the war revenue bill, while ap- 
propriation bills will occupy most 
of the time of the house. At the 
same time committees of both houses 
will be unusvally active with hear- 
ings and inVestigations. 

The moot question of government 
control or ownership of utilities is 
pressing to the front in both 
branches of congress, but few lead- 
ers expected definite legislation on 
this subject at this session. The 
Senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee will meet Thursday to con- 
sinder procedure with railroad leg- 
islation, including Director General 
McAdoo’s recommendation for exten- 
sion of government control to Janu- 
ary i. 1924, Investigation of the 
raliroad situation probably after the 
holidays and by the existing senate 
and house committees generally is 
expected. 

Hearings on Secretary Daniels’ 
bill for permanent government own- 
ership of radio lines will be resumed 
next Tuesday by the house mer- 
chant marine committee, which will 
hear opposition arguments from the 
Marconi and other interests. The 
administration bill proposing per- 
manent government ownership of 
telegraph, telephone and cable lines 
probably will not be considered by 


the house committee until after the'| 


holidays. 

Hearings on the administration 
measure for federal regulation of 
the packers will begin Thursday, 
with members of the federal trade 
commission as the first witnesses, 

Investigation of German propa- 
ganda by the senate judiciary sub- 
committee, will be resumed Thurs- 
day with Samuel Untermver, of New 
York, testifying at his own request. 
Thursday the committee expects to 
hear Assistant State Attorney Beck- 
er. of New York, who is counted 
upon by members of the committee 
to make important disclosures re- 
garding the activity of German 
agents. 

Besides working on the revenue 
bill. the senate this week may dis- 
pose of the resolution proposing 
termination of the disloyalty pro- 
ceeding against Senator La Follette, 
of Wisconsin. Peace debate also 
may be resumed, 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, repub- 
lican. plans to call up early in the 
week his resolution proposing a 
senate committee to go to Paris for 
the peace conference, while on 
Wednesday the foreign relations 
committee may take up the resolu- 
tion of Senator Knox, of Pennsyl- 
vania, republican, proposing that the 
questions of a league of nations and 
freedom of the seas, postponed by 
the peace conference.

Berlin, December 14.—The Zeitung 
Am Mittag and the afternoon edi- 
tions of The Tageblatt and Vosi8che 
Zeitung did not publish today be- 
cause of a strike arising from wage 
demands made by the men in the 
composing rooms. 

Skilled workers receive good 
wages. The fact that the members 
of the soldiers’ and workmen's 
councils are drawing pay on the 
same scale has stimulated employees 
in many branches to accept that 
figure as the standard pay. 

The Weertheim department store 
shut down today as the result of the 
firm's refusal to meet the demand of 
the women employees for an extra 
war allowance ranging from 100 to 
1,000 marks each. The amount in- 
volved would total 1,500,000 marks. 
The firm offered a compromise of 
700,000 marks, which was refused. 
The Weertheim management 
nounced today that the salary in- 
creases granted in the past two 
years exceeded $3,000,000 marks. 

That the labor situation in many 
of the big industrial plants in Ber- 
lin is rapidly becoming acute is evi- 
denced by the peremptory demands 
made by the workmen and clerical 
forces in the Siemens and Halskel 
electrical works and the allied Sie- 
mens-Schuckert plant at Spandau. 
The wage schedules with which the 
management is being confronted call 
for increases amounting to 124,000,- 
000 marks annually. The firm last 
year declared a dividend of 13,- 
500,000 marks. At one stage of thee 
negotiations part of the employees 
attempted to prevent the directors 
and executive officers of the firm 
from entering their offices.

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SOLDIERS PILLAGING 
AS THEY RETURN HOME 


Cracow, December 14.—Tens of 
thousands of soldiers are moving 
back and forth across the old Rus- 
sian frontier, They come from 
many mations. All are returning 
to their homes and some of them 
are pillaging as they go. 

The further the correspondent 
penetrated eastward from Vienna, 
it became more evident that the 
disease of Bolshevism is threaten- 
ing to overturn the normal life of 
the population. 

In some districts the situation is 
relatively quiet. In western Galicia 
and around Warsaw, the Polish cap- 
ital, there are said to be no food 
problems. ; 

An incident showing the manner 
of the wholesale pillaging, which 
is going on in some districts, was 
related by a daughter of Count Ed- 
ward Rayozynski, who has fled to 
Cracow from the family estate near 
Lublin. She had been living near 
Lublin with her children since the 
destruction of the chateau during 
the Russian advance in 1917. Re- 
cently bands of robbers, composed 
mostly of Polish peasants, began 
to burn the homes of the upper 
classes. Jewish peasants in the 
neighborhood promised to protect 
her when she appealed to them and 
succeeded in beating off attacks sev- 
eral times. Finally she succeeded 
in making her way to Cracow. 

It is reported here that the army 
of the German General Hoffman, 
which is supposed to consist of 200,- 
900 men, is scattered throughout 
Lithuania and northwestern Poland. 
It is declared that this force has be- 
come & great menace to the peace 
of Poland. According to the armis- 
tice agreement it was supposed to 
remain where it was and keep or- 
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the soldiers being 
anxious to get home. Some of: them 
are selling their arms to the Jewish 
and Polish peasants, while others 
are taking up the Bolshevik cause. 


PEACE CONFERENCE 
FAED FOR JANUARY 1 


Paris, December 15.—Plans for the 
reassembling of the inter-allied con- 
ference and the meetings of the 
peace congress are gradually being 
matured. It was the first intention 
to have the inter-allied cornference 
meet tomorrow or Tuesday, but ow- 
ing to the inability of Premier 


Lloyd-George and Foreign Minister 
Balfour to be here because of the 
British elections and the approach- 
ing holidays, the formal session will 
not be resumed until January 1. 

Meanwhile President Wilson will 
have an opportunity to confer with 
the premiers and leading statesmen 
of the allies and visit the battle- 
fields and perhaps Italy. 

King Victor Emmanuel, the crown 
prince, and Premier Orlando arrived 
in Paris Thursday. They will dine 
with the president some time this 
week, 

The merits of the questions and 
considerations to come before the 
conference thus far have developed 
only in their initial phases, dis- 
cussions of them having been more 
or less informal. 

For the American delegates, the 
chief object to be obtained during 
the next fortnight is a first-hand 
understanding of the views of Eu- 
ropean statesmen and an opportu- 
nity to convey to them the Ameri- 
can viewpoint.

Then 
the child is well, though possibly 
deformed, surely deformed if nature 
alone has been relied upon. The 
casts or brace is applied to prevent 
excessive deformity. 

Nature is slower than all out- 
doors. It takes her five years, more 
or less, to cure a case of.Pott’s dis- 
ease even under good medical man- 
agement. 

The surgeon nowadays cuts down 
on the spine, removes the articulat- 
ing surfaces of the vertebrae af- 
fected and brings about a fusion of 
the diseased vertebrae all in a few 
weeks. This ig known as the Hibbs 
operation, after its discoverer, Dr. 
Russell A. Hibbs, an American or- 
thopedic surgeon. Though it may 
seem a formidable procedure, it is a 
fairly simple operation, for one who 
knows how to do such things, and 
it causes little or no shock. In 
eight weeks the patient is allowed 
up, but a brace is kept on for six 
months.

I am thirty-eight years old and 

I have diabetes. Please note, doc- 


tor, that I am fairly intelligent, for, 
I do not say I have “the sugar dia- 


betes,” as the average testimonial 
writer does! 
care of three diffrent physicians in 
the past two years (because one 
went to war and the other died). 
The first one prescribed oatmeal ex- 
clusively on two days a week, and 
it seemed to help me. The second 
one réstricted every kind of food, 
except one day a week, when I was 
allowed most everything. The third 
allowed up to four ounces of meat 
a day, and lots of fats and coarse 
green vegetables. They all dif- 
fered cordialy about the diet and 
treatment. What is a man to do 
when the doctors disagree like that? 
(J. F. A.) 

ANSWER—tThe doctors weraprob- 
ably all right. There is no cut and 
dried diet for diabetes. The amounts 
of different foods must be deter- 
mined for each individual patient 
according to his particular toler- 
ance, which is determined by daily 
urine analysis while the patient is 
on an accurately measured diet. And 
a patient’s tolerance for starches or 
sugars or for fats may be compara- 
tively small today and much greater 
a few months hence. If the dia- 
betic can enter a hospital under 
the attendance of a good physician 
he may learn how to select for him- 
self a menu which maintains his 
minimum weight and maximum ef- 
ficiency without exceeding his tol- 
erance. That is the thing to do if 
the doctors seem to disagree.

My girl nearly thirteen 
has stammered some years and we 
thought she would outgrow it, for 
she is healthy and above the aver- 
age in school, but the stamr-~:'°¢ 
is a great embarrassment to her.

the people in authority of the gov- 
ernment and the leveling of all 
classes to a democratic basis. Pope 
Leo the XIII declared it to be in 
opposition to Catholic doctrine and 
in ex-cathedra condemned the ideal 
as being in opposition to Catholic 
policy and teaching. He declared 
that all power did not come from 
the people, but that it came direct 
from the church. 

The logical sequence of this atti- 
tude is to place the Catholic 
Church in antagonism to our civil 
institutions, such as marriage, pub- 
lic schools, freedom of conscience, 
freedom of speech and freedom of 
the press. 

This antagonism to democracy is 
again enunciated in that no civil 
obligation can be binding when it 
is against the will of the Church. 
The Catholic Tablet contains the 
following statement: 

“The Catholics of the United 
States owe no allegiance to any 
principle of government which is 
condemned by the Chur¢éh or the 
Pope.” 

From The Catholic World, of New 
York, we take the following state- 
ment: ; 

“The supreme duty of Catholics }s 
to obey the Pope and seek, in ev- 
ery way, and ‘especially the ballot, 
to render the Catholic policy ef- 
fective in this country. | :
